'FAST AND SLOW 
TIMELOOMSHERE 


Use of Daylight and 
Standard to Vary in 


Borough 


With the advent of "fast time" 


set for Sunday morning in many 
cities and towns in Pennsylvania 
and other parts of the nation, the 
prospect today for Gettysburg was 
another summer of "two timing'" 
confusion. 


Some buses coming Into Gettys- 


burg will run 
on Daylight and 


some on Standard Time. 
Some 


trains will move on .new schedules 
and others will remain on Standard, 
a check-up today disclosed. So far 
as was known at the Gettysburg 
postoffice today there will be no 
change in the time schedule for in- 
coming or outgoing mails at the 
local office. 


Radio programs will go on Day- 


light Time and every business in 
Gettysburg that comes in contact 
with the tounst trade will find its 
schedule affected 


Tourists Use Fast Time 


Hotels, restaurants, lodging houses, 


service stations and garages and the 
battlefield guides all will have to 
start work an hour earlier if they 
wish to cater to the tourists travel- 
ing on "fast time." 


Locally no formal move has been 


made for consideration of Gettys- 
burg's summer time schedule so-that 
it appears certain that Gettysburg 
will not change with the other towns 
and cities early Sunday morning 
The matter has not been mentioned 
at 
any recent borough <council 


meeting and although it was dis- 
cussed informally at a Chamber of 
Commerce directors' meeting, no ac- 
tion or recommendation was passed. 
There have been informal conversa- 
tion between C of C and borough 
officials about "fast time" for Get- 
tysburg, but no - action has been 
taken.

“Main Street of Amer­ 
ica” Will Be Put in 
Tip Top Shape 


Announcement th at the Pennsyl­ 
vania Departm ent of Highways will 
spend $12,000,000 modernizing the 
Lincoln Highway across the state 
during its 1941 and 1942 program 
and th a t one million dollars will be 
spent on the route this year was 
favorably 
received by Gettysburg 
and Adams countian. 
"It is the culmination of a long 
and arduous campaign to have the 
Lincoln Highway m aintained as one 
of the m ajor East-W est arteries of 
travel in Pennsylvania,” said How­ 
ard C. M itinger, Pennsylvania con­ 
sul of the Lincoln Highway Asso­ 
ciation. 
There was much interest m anifest 
in the 
statem ent of I. Lamont 
Hughes, Secretary of Highways, that 
one million dollars would be spent 
on “The Main Street of America" 
this year. 
Out of this one million 
dollars will come an allotment for 
the repairing and modernizing of 
the road between Gettysburg and 
Chambersburg. 
When this is com­ 
pleted the Lincoln Highway will be 
one of the finest roods in the state 
from Philadelphia to Fort Loudon, 
west of Chambersburg. O ther “key 
stretches” to be improved this year 
include a section between Bedford 
and Everett, a short stretch west of

However, the fundam ental reason 
for B ritain’s action lay in the fact 
th at she had given her bond to aid J 
Greece 
against 
aggression. 
The 
Greeks didn't need any help to give 
the fascists a beating, but when the 
nazis started to pour a million men 
down through the m ountain passes 
the Hellenes were ready for 
the 
British to fulfill their obligation. 
Now if there are cynical readers 
who believed th a t the English would 
keep their word only lf it served 
their own purpose, there Is this to 
confider: W hat would world opinion 
have said of B ritons if they had run 
out on their little ally? H ie answer 
is th a t it m ight have cost John Bull 
every friend he had. 
Johu kept his bond. 
Tilings had 
been going so well in Libya th a t he 
could release troops for the Balkan 
show. 
He appears to have landed some 
sixty to eighty thousand m en with 
full equipm ent in Greece and was 
preparing, to send m any more when 
without warning the G erm ans sta rt­ 
ed their whirlwind conquest of the 
Libyan territory which the British 
had so recently conquered. 
T liat 
halted tile sending’ of more troops 
to Greece, although its doubtful 
whether tile outcome would have 
been m uch different had tile British 
been able 
to provide double 
the 
number. 
Forced H itler ie Fight 
The credit side of the allied bal­ 
ance sheet does look slim, but if you 
take the trouble to exam ine it more 
closely you will find some surpris­ 
ing item s which are favorable. For 
instance: 
Herr 
H itler 
has 
been 
forced 
against his will to fight for some­ 
thing which he had expected to get 
for nothing. W ithout the Yugoslav, 
Greek 
and British 
resistance he 
would have been able to achieve his 
conquest of these Balkan states by 
telephone—as he is now trying to 
do with Turkey and Spain 
The Balkan upheaval has inter­ 
rupted the smooth run of his as­ 
sault on the B ritish Isles—the cru­ 
cial operation of the whole war. 
The nazis have lost heavily In 
casualties and in equipment. 
They have disrupted agriculture 
throughout the great food produc­ 
ing countries of the Balkans. Yugo­ 
slavia is a cripple on their hands— 
her fertile lands untilled, her In­ 
dustries stopped, her com m unica­ 
tions destroyed or dislocated 
W hat is perhaps more im portant, 
the H itlerites have burned up rivers 
of precious gasoline, and used lu­ 
bricating oil which they couldn’t af­ 
ford. 
Seeking Oil 
In this connection I hear from an 
excellent source th a t even before the 
battle of the Balkans started, the 
G erm ans were short 58 per cent of 
requirem ents in gasoline for their 
airplanes 
and 
ground 
machines, 
and more than th a t in the all im ­ 
portant lubricating oil which Is the 
life-blood of industry. 
And again 
I heard what I have heard oil ex­ 
perts say before—th a t H itler is in 
desperate need of oil, and if he can’t 
find it somewhere quickly he may 
lose the war on th at score alone. 
T hat's one reason why his eyes 
are turning towards the Near East, 
with its great petroleum lakes. 
On the whole the allies have done 
a lot of damage

Washington, April 24—A major 
extension of hemisphere 
defense 
strategy—-the patrol of the North 
Atlantic half-way to Europe—was 
reported being planned today by the 
high command of the United States 
Navy. 
The creation of such a broad 
security zone might have the inci­ 
dental effect of relieving some of the 
strain on part of Britain’s most im­ 
portant supply line but, in the ab­ 
sence of details, the full significance 
of such a policy was a moot question. 
Officials here gave no encourage­ 
m ent to the reports of the widened 
defense patrol, but the informed 
quarters where they originated cited 
the statem ent of New York’s Mayor 
Fiorello H. LaGuardia th at provi­ 
sions had been made for off-shore 
defense beginning at a line 1,000 
miles out to sea. 
News First Told In Canada 
LaGuardia, speaking as chairm an 
of the joint United States-Canadian 
defense board, made his assertion 
during an address at Ottawa yester­ 
day. The circumstances led to the 
belief here that he spoke with White 
House approval. 
LaGuardia’s words were*. 
“Off-shore 
defense, 
as 
we 
understand it, is to defend our 
shores at three hours' distance 
from the farthest point of either 
the Canadian or the United 
States coast.” 
“And when I say three hours 
I mean three hours by airplane 
doing 333 miles an hour. T hat is 
our St. George’s Day message 
to the people of England.” 
LaGuardia would not amplify the 
statement, the Canadian press re­ 
ported, but emphasized later that 
the “333 miles an hour” was “very 
important.” 
Convoys to Mid-Atlantic 
The reaction in some Canadian 
circles was th at LaGuardia was fore­ 
casting the start of United States 
convoys as far as the mid-Atlantic. 
This would permit the release of 
British empire naval units now 
doing convoy duty in the western 
half of the North Atlantic and 
tnereby reinforce the flotillas op­ 
erating in the eastern half where 
most shipping has been lost. 
Informed quarters here, however, 
did not go to that length in their 
interpretations. 
They kept to the 
expression, "off-shore defense pa­ 
trol," but acknowledged that this 
might help to keep German sub­ 
marines or surface raiders away 
from shipping lanes in the Western 
Atlantic. 
One knotty question th at went un­ 
answered was what action a patrol 
vessel would be expected to take to 
enforce the defense zone in the 
event it encountered a raider op­ 
erating against shipping.

Montgomery, chief of the division of 
management in the Department of 
Forests and Waters, today said that 
forest 
tree 
seedlings' are being 


shipped at the rate of a million a 
day from the forest tree nurseries. 


This shipping 
record will be 


maintained until the orders amount- 
ing to -15,000,000 forest trees have 
been shipped. It is estimated that 
all the trees will be shipped by 
May 1. 


Half of the entire output will come 


from the Clearfield nursery located 
near Clearfield. 
The Mont Altp 


forest tree nursery, located in 
Franklin county, will ship about six 
million trees and the remaining 
number will be shipped from the 
Greenwood state forest tree nursery. 
The locations of these nurseries at 
different points in the state afford 
more convenient shipping distances 
to private planters which involves 
less cost and less time for the trees 
in transit.

000,000 'forest tree seedlings this 
spring and 5,000,000 will be planted 
upon state forest land.

It is estimated that 
all the trees will be shipped by 
; May I. 
Half of the entire output will come 
from the Clearfield nursery located 
near Clearfield. 
The Mont Alto 
forest t r e e nursery, 
located 
in 
Franklin county, will ship about six 
million trees and the remaining 
number will be shipped from the 
Greenwood state forest tree nursery. 
The locations of these nurseries at 
different points in the state afford 
more convenient shipping distances 
to private planters which involves 
less cost and less time for the trees 
in transit. 
Private individuals will plant IO­ 
LXX),OOO forest tree seedlings this 
spring and 5,000,000 will be planted 
upon state forest land. The farm- I 
ers are the largest group of individ­ 
ual planters ana will plant approxi 
mately 7,000,000 trees. 
A decided preference has been i 
shown by private planters for seed­ 
lings rather than transplants and 
more than 90 per cent of the orders | 
requested are for seedlings.

Raises Age Limit 


The "Uniteql States Coast Guard 


is now accepting applications for 
enlistment from young men between 
the ages of 18 and 28 years. Ap- 
plicants must be citizens of the 
United States, of good moral char- 
acter and -meet the physical and 
educational requirements. 
, Base pay for original enlistment 
is S21 per month and usually in- 
creases to $36 per month at the end 
of. four months in a training school. 
The. average boy is advanced to $54 
per month usually after the end of 
his first year of service. Each man 
on his first enlistment is given 
$112.75 clothing bounty allowance 
for uniforms, etc. Enlistments are 
made for a period of three years'. 


Schools are maintained to teach 


approximately 25 different trades 
and every man is encouraged to 
study some specific ;trade, which 
will give him an opportunity for 
broader, general and professional 
education. 


Each man is granted thirty days' 


leave of absence with pay each year 
and shore leave for a brief period 
not to exceed forty-eight hours. 
Free medical' attention is provided 
for members of the service.

The farm kitchen is a cheery 
center of family life at all seasons 
of the year. 
Tile modem, small, 
streamlined affairs have their good 
points.

But on a farm, one needs room for 
living; and it is interesting to read 
In the modem magazines devoted 
to home and garden interests, that 
combination kitchen-livtfng room* 
are rapidly becoming fashionable. 
But fashion had little to do with 
the farm kitchens of a generation 
ago. The kitchen was the heart of 
living. 
In 
the 
spring, Mother always 
started her tomatoes, asters, cab­ 
bages, and cauliflower in the kitchen 
windows. 
The previous fall, boxes 
had been filled with the richest of 
garden loam and placed down cellar. 
About March first, they were brought 
up and set on a long narrow table 
before the south windows. 
Mother 
was famous for her vegetables and 
flower garden and the alternate 
rows of blooms and vegetables was 
the 
subject 
of 
much 
comment. 
Fathejr was amused but tolerant. 
“Why don’t you have the flowers 
In one part and the vegetables in 
another?” he would ask. “Wouldn’t 
It look prettier to have the posies 
all together?” 
AU flowers were 
“posies” to men folks. 
“T hat’s Just the trouble with the 
way 
you 
men run 
this 
world,” 
Mother would answer. 
"You want 
everything organized into special 
compartments. Beauty ought to be 
mixed into everyday things. I like 
to see a row of zinnias next to a 
tow of carrots, and a line of asters 
near the tomatoes.” 
Day by day the family watched 
the boxes. Each spring we saw the 
miracle re-enacted as the tiny green 
shoots pushed upward to the sun.

Smaller Cities Make 
Best Collection 
Records 


(Prom the Chicago Daily Tribune) 
A Dun Si Bradstreet survey shows 
th at real estate tax collections in 
130 cities during 1940 approached 
the best records of the boom years. 
H ie average year-end delinquency 
on current levies in these 150 cities 
was 8.7 per cent. 
In Cook county 
It was 12.19 per cent. 
Delinquency 
In the county exceeded the national 
average by 40 per cent. 
Collections of current and back 
taxes in all cities amounted to 
slightly more than the current levy, 
the average city showing collections 
of 100.7 per cent, of the year’s levy, 
while ll collected in excess of 105 
per cent. 
In Cook county, how­ 
ever, the combined collections tell 
short of the current levy by 8 per 
cent. 
The year-end accumulation oi an 
delinquent taxes in 130 cities was 
33.6 per cent, of the year’s levies, 
but in Cook county it was 92.5 per­ 
cent, 
Tire county will soon have 
reached the point where taxes ow­ 
ing to it exceed a full year’s income. 
The smaller cities of California, 
Connecticut, New York and Iowa 
had the best collection records in 
the country, but San Francisco's 
achievement of collecting 98.8 per 
cent, of its 1940 levy suggests that 
taxes can be collected in a big city 
if a conscientious effort is made to 
do so.
